Secretary of Treasury Wants 
zation by National Banks Un- 
der Aldrich Law.

DUBLIN (N. H.) July 17.—A state- 


rency associations by national banks, 
under the Aldrich-Vreeland law of May 
30, 1908, was given out last night by 
Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh 
at his summer home here: 

After explaining that the law pro- 
vides for the ‘tssuance of additional 
bank notes in time of emergency, eith- 
er by individual banks on deposit of 
proper security with the government, 
and payment of interest on such notes 
of 6 per cent. for the first month and 
1’ per cent. additional | for each suc- 
ng month up to ten, or by the cr- 
ganization of ten or m@re national 
banks having a capital of $5,000,000, the. 
Secretary says: 
“It has been my feellnmg for some 
time back that the first impulse of the 
national banks immediately after the; 
passage of« the Aldrich-Vreeland bill 
was the correct one. That impulse was 
to form at once the national currency 
associations provided for in the act. 
It, however, resulted in the formation 
of only one National Currency Associa- 
tion, to-wit, the one in Washington, 
dD. 
“The reason why this movement halt- 
ed at the time was that the banks en- 
countered, as they thought, one or two 
serious difficuities in the law, one of 
which was that there would be no 
provision for the withdrawal of a 
bank after it joined the association. 
“It is true, of course, that the Aid- 
rich-Vreeland bill was meant only to 
operate ad fnterim until a reform 
banking and currency system should 
be adopted. This reform seemed im- 
minent, and so the interest in the 
national currency associations was al- 
lowed to diminish. I have felt that 
this movement should be revived. 

“I therefore recommended someé time 
ago the formation of these associa- 
tions, to some of the national bankers, 
including a committee of the Ameri-

“My views of the national associa- 
tions is that they s«'-""'a be formed in 
such a time as th.«, when no one 
contemplates any financial conditions 
which would require the use of their 
powers.

CONSERVATION FOR CALIFORNIA. 


BY HON. PHILIP A, STANTON. 


the public benefit. 


Among the many distinguished serv- 
ices that Theodore Roosevelt has 
rendered to the people of this coun- 
try, mone is of greater importance 
than his awakening of the. public con- 
science on the subject of the proper 
care and use of the material resources 
with which we, as a nation, have been 
so bountifully endowed. Nd other pub- 
lic man so clearly realized, or so suc- 
cessfully brought the people generally 
to appreciate that the future welfare 
of our country is absolutely dependent 
upon the conservation of its soll, wa- 
ters, forests and minerals. He repeat- 
edly declared conservation to be the 
fundamental problem of our national 
life. He directed his executive powers 
to the prdmotion and enforcement of 
Federal laws and regulations to check 
the reckless waste and destruction, of 
the almost equally disastrous monop- 
Olization, of our natural wealth that 
was threatening our continued pros- 
perity. And he used his great personal 
influence to arouse the people of the 
whole country to the neceasity of co- 
operation between national and State 
agencies in carrying on the work of 
conservation. 

in May, 1908, President Roosevelt 
called a conference of the Governors 
of the States. As one of the results of 
this conference a National Conserva- 
tion Commission, composed of repre- 
sentatives from the different States, 
was created by the President to in- 
quire into and report upon the condi- 
tion of our natural resources. This re- 
port was made iast year in a docu- 
ment which President. Roosevelt de- 
scribed as one of the most fundament- 
ally important that was ever iaid be- 
fore the American people. It is in con- 
densed form an inventory f our na- 
tional capital in material resources. 
Its great significence lies in ite dec- 
larat of the absolute and imme- 


te and national governmental 
agencies in the conservation of the 
resources of the country; and in its 
recognition of the fact that this great 
vork involving, as it does, the welfare 
of every community, family and in- 
dividual, cannot be performed by the 
Federal government alone. 

By the end of the year in which this 
commission was created, State con- 
servation” commissions had been or- 
ganized in a majority of the States, 
and a committee of the National Con- 
servation Commission was appointed 
to devise ways,‘and means for effective 
coUperation between all forces work- 
ing for the conversation of natural re- 
sources, Wise and patriotic men every- 
where have agreed. that the solution 
of this fundamental problem of our 
national life—the preservation and pro- 
tection of otir material resources—de- 
volves upon the Statesais much as up. 
on the national government. 

STATE RESPONSIBILITY. 

The existence of State responsibility 
is beyond controversy. Surely no State 
should be more awake to this respon- 
sibility, no State should be more ready 
to take up the necessary. work than 
the great State of California with its 
territory of imperial extent, and its 
extraordinary versity of ‘resources. 

feason of itr natural 
ré@vantages, no Stime is enjoying great- 


more rapid material progress than 
California. It behooves .us to see to it 
that our magnificent heritage is not 
taken from us by monopolistic ex- 
ploitation, dissipated by recklessness 
and extravagance, or wasted by ignor- 


cording to ite opportunity, has a duty 
to perform, To whom much has been 
given much is required. 

What should California do? A con- 
structive policy ought to be adopted 
and put into execution for the develop- 
ment and preservation of its resources. 


Personal initiative, private enterprise, bee 
‘and individual service to the commvun- 


ity should be fostered, encouraged and 
rewarded, but they must also be regu- 
lated, controlled and limited by the ne- 
cessities of the general good, and by 
the common rights of all citizens. 
Equal opportunity to each to secure 
for himself a fair share of the good 
things that the resources of ‘his coun- 
try will provide, is due not only to the 
present members of the community, 
but to their successors—and herein lies 


those resources. If California is to 
have the population of 40,000,000, which 
her territory should be capable of sup- 
porting, we must take care of what we 


have and preserve it, for those who/!t 
are to come after us.

IMMANUEL PRESBYTERIAN. 


ENLIGHTENED EYES REALIZE THE

sinners, Scribes and Pharisees, The 
latter were’ § always unfriendly to 
Jeaus, and whenever opportunity 


afforded, they were not slow to ex- 
press their contempt for him. The 
lormer were more favorably inclined, 
and although they were not always 
helpful to the cause of Christ, yet on 
‘this occasion, they were especially 
attracted to, the teaching of Jesus, 
and, probably glad to hear some words 
of comfort and cheer. The words of 
the text. were intended to hurt and 
hinder the work and mission of Jesus, 
but they had a contrary effect and 
‘ to a wonderful response from our 
Lord in the three parabtes of the 
lost sheep, the lost piece of silver and 
the prodigal son. 

“Each of these carries its own sig- 
nificance, Observe the first indicates 
that a lost sheep is utterly unable to 
retrace its steps in any degree; with 
the lesson that there is noth 80 
really ‘ost as a soul who has left the 
fold of God and wandered away into 
sim, lost to soul security and happi- 
ness in the love of God. 

“Phe lost peice of silver teaches 
that the coin is of exceeding vaiue | 
woen in Hs proper place, but when 
lost, though it bear the stamp, the 
image of the ruler and a royal in- 
scription, it ts worthless for its 
sacred purpose. Morever, what great 
truths are taught in the parable of 
the prodigal son. Horace Greely 
once said ‘if there could be only one 
page in the Bible, I should choose 
that the single page shou!d contain 
this parable.’ 

“How sadly possible it is for the ob- 
ject of a father’s love to leave the safe- 
guards of home and yield to the at- 
tractions of sin and be degraded to 
the level of the brute. Alas, the sin- 
ner, In the selfishness and pride of his 
heart, prefers .self-grdtification and 
wicked abandon to the joys of obedi- 
ence and tove. But in all this we 
should remember the lost sheep was 
as much a sheep when lost as found. 
he lost com was as much a coin when 
lost as fouad, and the prodigal son, 
though less 4 man, was as much a son 
when revelling and feeding swine as 
when lovingly enfolded in his father’s 
embrace. he only difference was in 
their conditions and position, 

“Bring the lost sheep Into the fold, 
anf without any questioning it begins 
to graze as peacefully as ever. Re- 
store the last coin to its rightful own- 
er, and it will be as valuable as it was 
before covered with dust. Reclaim the 
prodigal, and he will find as warm a 
place in his father’s heart as when in 
childhood innocence he was dandied 
on his father’s knee. Only let the sin- 
ner wash in the fountain for sin and
